Tokyo U. 
Rockoon Test 
Successful 


AOMORI (Kyodo)—Tokyo 
University’s rocket researchers 
achieved success yesterday in 
their rockoon launching test 
held on the Pacific coast of Ao- 
mori Prefecture. 

The trial for propelling a roc- 
ket—balloon into the strato- 
sphere by the Tokyo Unver- 
sity Production Technique Re- 
search Institute proved success- 
ful after the initial attempt 
failed Monday. The test which 
took place at Rokkasho village 
was the last of a series continu- 
ed from last year. 

In yesterday's successful try, 
a big polyethylene balloon with 
a dummy rocket attached was 
estimated to have reached a 
height of about 20,000 meters in 
about two hours. The balloon 
filled with 1,350 cubic meters of 
hydrogen gas, soared upward 
at a speed of 250 meters a min- 
ute under ideal weather condi- 
tions. 

The rocket researchers were 
now ready to hold their major 
stratospheric observation pro-

A-Ship Savannah 
Launched in US. 


CAMDEN, N.J. (AP)—The 
launching of the first atom 
powered merchant ship Savan- 
nah was hailed Tuesday as a 
“bold and enterprising experi- 
ment in the daring and distin- 
guished annals” of American 
science and seafaring.

Atlas Successful, 
Thor Is Blown Up 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(AP)—A mighty Atlas logged its 
first successful flight in more 
than five months and a Thor 
was exploded seconds after 
launching in a spectacular mis- 
sile show early Tuesday. 

The Atlas rumbled 5,500 miles 
down the Atlantic missile range 
shortly after midnight and a 
recovery vee 4 plucked its nose 
cone from the ocean an hour 
later. Two hours after the At- 
las launch, the Thor ruptured 
in a brilliant blowup h in 
the sky. 

The air force announced that 
the range safety officer destroy- 
ed the Thor when his instru- 
ments detected a malfunction. 
Cause of the defect was not im- 
mediately known. However, it 
appeared the missile failed to 

t its upward climb in the 
normal period. 

The flash of the explosion re- 
vealed hundreds of pieces of the 
broken rocket falling into the 
Atlantic just off the cape. 

The. recovery of the Atlas 
nose cone off Ascension Island 
was a first for this missile. 
Thor-Able simulated warheads 
have been retrieved from the 
water in this area, but previous 
Atlas payloads eluded search- 
ers. 

The air force will study the 
cone to see how it withstood 
the tremendous heat it encoun- 
tered on reentry to the earth’s 
atmosphere from a height of 
more than 300 miles. It is part 
of a test program to discover 
the proper nose cone for carry- 
ing thermonuclear warheads.

The resolution also opposes 
the conversion of Okinawa into 
a nuclear weapohs base and 
seeks immediate, unconditional 
return of Okinawa to Japan. 

The meeting, at the same time, 
decided to launch a nationwide 
ge for collecting signatures 

in support of the resolution. 

Speaking at the meeting, Ma- 
sao Ono of the Association for 
Freedom and Civil Liberties 
charged that the new criminal 
code, slated to go into effect 
Aug. 15, contains many points 
violating the Universal Declara- 
tion of Human Rights. 

Another legal expert, Assis- s 
tant Prof. Tsuneo Kikkawa of 
Hosei University, criticized the 
new penal code as the “most 
vicious law” of the present-day 
world. It is aimed at suppress- 
ing political activities, he 
charged. 

Their views are squarely anta- 
gonistic to those of the U.S. au- 
thorities and the Japanese Jus- 
tice Ministry that hold that the 
new Okinawan penal code is 
not a suppressive law.

Today July 22, the Polish Peo- 
ple’s Republic enters the 16th 
year of its existence. In 
term of human life this is 
much less than a generation. 
In this short period the Polish 
nation has accomplished a task 
that no other generation of Pol- 
es ever had to face. The goal 
set in 1944 by the first Govern- 
ment of liberated Poland was 
not only to reconstruct the 
country. terribly devastated by 
a long war and the Nazi occu- 
pation but also to bring about 
political and economic reforma, 
all aiming ultimately at creat- 
ing a new social pattern, name 
ly that of a Socialist society. 


With the end of the current 
Five-Year Plan (1956-40) not far 
away, much attention has of 
late been given in Poland to a

industrialigation in Poland is 
still less than that of the most 
industrially-developed Europe- 
an countries, it is nevertheless 
twice as high as the world aver- 
age. Moreover it must be point- 
ed out that, with reference to 
basic industrial products like 
steel, hard coal, electric ener- 
, cement, sulphuric acid, etc., 
he rate of increase in the last 
20 years has been at least twice 
as rapid as that of some of the 
leading countries of Western 
Europe—and that in spite of 
the terrible devastation of Pol- 
ish economy in the war. which 
reduced our industrial equip- 
ment practically to nil. The na- 
tional income per head of popu- 
lation and the general level of 


consumption were in 1958 three tes 


times higher than in 1938. 
Vast changes have been seen 
over the face of postwar Po- 
land. Not only are old indus- 
trial centers being developed 
but new factories are being 


built in many formerly “back- 
Water” towns. As a result of 
the thorough and efficient geo- 
logical survey which has been 
conducted, new industrial re- 
gions are being developed or 
planned, based upon the newly 
discovered deposits of soft coal, 
sulphur, natural gas, copper, 
etc.

A 
few years before the outbreak 
of World War II a foreign reg- 
ular service from Gdynia to 
Japan and China was establish- 
ed. 

During the period immediate- 
ly after Worid War II, Polish 
shipping circles began to look 
with interest toward Far East 
markets, It was, however, only 
in 1950, that it became possible 
to take the first steps in this 
direction under the national 
flag. The Polish vessel Warta“ 
made her first voyage to China 
with cargoes from Europe. 


The second half of 1957 
brought more important 
changes into the structure of 
Polish shipping connections 
with Far East ports. These 
changes were made possible 
when the first cargo liners of 
10,000 tons deadweight of the 
“Marceli Nowotko” type enter- 
ed the service. Since then eight 
vessels of the same type, speci- 
ally designed for Far East 
trade, has maintained regular 
service to Indonesia, Vietnam, 
Japan and North China, 


The line regularly loads 
cargoes at Antwerp, Hamburg 
and Dunkirk for Djakarta, Hal- 
phong, Hongkong, Japan and 
North China. Bimonthly sailings 
are offered to customers in both 
directions and the passage from 
the continent to Japan usually 
takes no more than 55 days. 
On homeward voyages, vessels 
call regularly at Amsterdam and 
Hamburg. Through bills of lad- 
ing to the Mediterranean and 
Black Sea as well as to Baltic 
and North European ports are 
available. 

The East Asia Service is 
operated as an independent line 
agreement control- 
ling shipping to the Far East.

NEW YORK STOCKS 

NEW YORK (AP)—The. stock 
market declined again Monday for 
straight fall. Trading was 
slow. 

Steels, rails and motors again led 
the decline. ose’ are the in- 
dustries that would be hurt most 
if the U.S. steel strike is prolonged. 

Most electronics, utilities, chemi- 
cals, petroleums, airlines, to 
and drugs joined the decline. 

Losses ranged from a few cents 
to around gi a share in most cases. 
The market was lower from the 
opening. Prices were around their 
* tor the day at the close. 

Of 1,200 issues traded, 631 declin- 
ed, 370 advanced, and 217 were un- 
changed. Volume totaled 2,500,000 
shares compared with 2,510,000 
shares traded Friday. Monday's 
volume was the smallest since 2,- 
260,000 shares changed hands on 
June 19. 

Standard and Poor's 500-stock 
index declined 28 cents—a fairly 
large move for this indicator—to 
$58.91. The Dow-Jones 30 industri- 
als were down 2.59 at 6544. The 
Associated Press average of 60 
stocks lost $1.10 at $229.30. Based on 
this fall the quoted value of ail 
stocks listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange lost an estimated 
$1,450 million. 

Brokers said investor anxiety 
over the prospects of a long steel 
strike plus profit-taking sent the 
market into its broad decline.

Professors’ Basic Wage

As for party executive per- 
sonnel, some quarters recom- 
mend Jotaro Kawakami, adviser 
to the party, to be the next 
party chairman. For the 
next secretary general, Hiroo 
Wada, Saburo Eda, Tomomi Na- 
rita and Kozo Sasaki are recom- 
mended by their respective, fac- 
tions. 

There are strong indications, 
however, that the two supreme 
posts of the Socialist Party will 
be maintained by the incumbent 
chairman and the secretary gen- 
eral, Mosaburo Suzuki and Ine- 
jiro Asanuma. 

Therefore, each faction seems 
to be trying to grab posts in 
the executive committee 
through verbal battles over the 
party’s character and policies, 
in order to get the party lead. 

Highlights in the intraparty 
struggle will be on what points 
each faction makes concessions 
to reach a compromise and 
what will be the outcome of the 
coming convention of the 
General Council of Japan Trade 
Unions and the Japan Trade 
Union Congress.

The Long Climb 


The foreign ministers have 
reassembled at Geneva after a 
three-week recess for a further 
assault on the steep slopes 
which it is hoped will lead to 
a “summit” conference.

Under Two Flags 


This week, Saarlanders are 
sampling the full meaning of 
the West German way of life 
for the first time since the 
war. Whatever reservations 
they may have about the differ- 
ence in prices and their pay 
packets, few could — 
at the way in which they have 
peacefully moved from neh 
to German sovereignty, 

This disputed territory lying 
along the borders of the two 
countries was administered by 
the League of Nations for 15 
years after the First World War 
before voting itself back to 
Nazi Germany in 1935. France 
claimed it again after the Sec- 
ond World War, but when the 
Saarlanders rejected a semi-in- 
dependent status in 1955, the 
French agreed that it should re- 
turn to Germany. This has been 
done in two stages, first, 1 
cally and now economically. 

In a troubled Europe, the 
peaceful solution of the Saar 
problem by two old enemies 
without t or bluster stands 
out as a shining precedent. 
There was nothing in the his- 
tory of the Saar to suggest that 
it could be done to the satis- 
faction of all interests concern- 
ed. But it has been done, and 
the Saar is now no longer a 
source of friction twixt France 
and Germany, but a symbol of 
their will to work together for 
their common good. 


Successful Visit 


Nobusuke Kishi’s four days in 
Britain as the guest of the Brit- 
ish Government have been an 
undoubted success. His visit 
has been followed closely in the 
British press, a token of the 
lively and increasing interest 
taken in Japan and the Japanese 
people by the British. Thev 
noted particularly Kishi's call 
on Sir Winston Churchill and 
the tribute he paid to that 
veteran statesman. 

Kishi's discussions with 
Harold Macmillan, the British 
Prime Minister, ranged over the 
world. Held in a most cordial 
atmosphere, they took as their 
background a mutual desire for 
closer cooperation between the 
two countries and the need to 
expand world trade as the key 
to promoting peace and free- 
dom. It was in this context 
that increasing Anglo-Japancse 
trade, moves toward the econom- 
ic integration of Europe, and 
help for undeveloped areas of 
the world were reviewed. The 
Prime Minister agreed that fur- 
ther study should be given to 
the application of the provisions 
of the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade in the course 
of negotiating the commercial 
—— between the two coun- 

es. 


As he left London for Bonn, 
Kishi could look back on a most
